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THEIR LAST RAID. 


The Ottawa Indians Settle np Old Sevres 
With the Chippewas, 


State Game and Fieh Warden, Chas. §. 
Osborne, of Sault Ste, Marie, Mich, tells 
the story ofa raid made by the Ottawa 
Indiane a fortnight ago on their ancient 
enemies the Chippewas. near the month 
of St. Mary’s river. 

It appears that at daylight on the 
morning of Wednesday, Sept. 16, the 
siumbers of the inhabitants of Potaga- 
nissing, on Drummond Island, were sud- 
denly broken by a succession of shrill 
terrifying war whoops, accompanied by 
the roar of small arms. On emerging 
from the wigwawes and chantics they 
discovered a large party of Indian war- 
riors inthe bay. There were about five 
hundred of them in birch bark canoes. 
The invaders presented a startling ap- 
pearance, their naked bodies being dec- 
orated with red, black. and green pig- 
ments. Some were barefooted, others 
wore moccasins, but all had their heada 
adorned with a profusion of feathers, 
hey were armed with gune, revolvers, 
hatchets and Eniyes, and kept up a con- 
stant fusilade of bul!!eta. 

Some of the island inhabitants took to 
the woods, while others rushed back into 
their log houses, and barricaded the 
doors. By the time the invaders landed 
the peaceable Indians were all under 
The attacking party kept np 
their firing and yelling withcnt rnnning 
too greatarisk. Thev banged away at 
the windows with their guns, hurled 
stones at the doors, threw down and 
burned the birch bark wirwams, etole 
everything of value they eonid poassibiy 
carry away, and demolished what they 
eould not take with them, «ven 
ing crops of potatoes in several places 
Alithongh nobody in the houses sutlered 
bodily injury, it was not the fanlt of the 
invaders, several narrow escapes being 
recorded,

nissing, where there is a small Indian 
nent. In former years a large 
number of Chippewas made this place 
their headquarters. 

Tue Chippewas had no tronble in de- 
termining the reason of theattack, which 
was more inthe nature ofa reconnovitre. 
Bad blood has existed between the two 
natione for many years, dating from the 
time of a big battle in which the Ottawus 
were worsted. From remarks dropped 
by the O tawas they were after revenge 
forthe humiliation to which they were 
subjccted many yearsago. I¢ has also 
beea learned that they were in search of 
O sha-gu3 co da-way qua, a Chippewa 
medicine woman, who, they allege, cast 
aspell upon the Ottawaa a number of 
yeara ago, since whicu time many of 
their braves have met with miysterious 
deaths.

A FEARFUL WRECK. 


A Locomo:ive Boiler Fxplodes and Many 
Passengers Killed and Wounded. 


A frightful railroad wreck, attended 
by serious losz of life, and made more 
terrible by the ce!f-murder of one of the 
terrified passengers, occurred the other 
morning onthe Santa Fe road, two miles 
north of Osage City, Kas. Seyen dead 
bodies have been recovered from the 
wreck, and it is feared other victims are 
buried beneath the debris. The wrecked 
train was the east bound passenger, No. 
2,the same that bad euch a torilling 
experience a few days ago with bandits 
in New Mexico. The wreck was caused 
by the explosion of the boiler o¢ the 
loc motive. The engineer should have 
stopped for water at Osage City, but being 
behind t:me he endeavored to ran to the 
nexttank. Thongh it is not itively 
known that the engineer and fireman 
have both met death in the wreck, it is 
surmised that their negligence waa the 
cause of the disaster. The train had pro- 
ceeded but two miles beyond Osage City 
when two terrific explesions were heard, 
one following close after the other. The 
locomotive was completely shattered. 
fhe express, baggage and passenger 
coaches came crashing upon the wrecked 
engine, and the coaches that were ahead 
were piled up in one heap of wreck=ge. 
Theeoaches in the rear were all derailed, 
but the passengers riding in the rear cars 
eschped serious injiry. The wreck was 
marked by scenes of the wildest confus- 
ion anlong the terrified passengers. The 
rerves of many were at a high pitch asa 
resuit of their experience with the road 
agents in New Mexico, and when the 
crash: came the first impression of nearly 
all was that the train had been attacked 
again by robbers. (ne passenger, Wm. 
Beeckler, of Los Angeles, Cal, en route 
to Chicayvo, seemed to lose his reason en- 
tirely. When the crash came he drew a 
sinvie barreiled piste! from his pocket 
and in the presence of a car fnll of terri- 
tied passengers took his own life, sending 
abnile! into hisbrain. Heckler had been 
irinking heavily. He wasabout>> years 
ofage, Owing to the exrettement and 
contusion little coal] be done to resene 
the injared and remove the dead bodies.
